Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

4. Claim 20 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Weman 
(U.S. 4,522,426). — 

Weman discloses a shoulder belt height adjuster assembly for a motor vehicle, 
the assembly comprising: means for selectively preventing sliding movement (when the 
connecting piece 5 is urged outwardly by a spring 51, the teeth 21 and the edges of 
holes 34 are in engagement position that prevents the sliding movement of the 
connecting piece 5) and of a slide (5) relative to a guide rail (2); means for sliding the 
slide (5) in an upward direction by applying an upward force; and means for sliding the 
slide (5) in a downward direction by applying a pressing force and a downward force 
(when a pressing force is applied on the connecting piece 5, the teeth 21 and the edges 
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of holes 34 are in disengagement positions which allows the connecting piece 5 sliding 
upward and downward direction).
